And then the book of the myſterie of 
God, or the aneinting of God in fleih, this 
is made manifclt, and laid open to be 
the great power of God, and the Spiric of 
truth, which hath advanced God to be the 
only one infinite beeing ; even God, all in 
all and that beſides him there is none. 

And then another book was opened, 
that is, the book of life and death, or the 
book of the Law, and of judgement, which 
gives the ſentence, Come je bleſſed, inherit 
the Kingdom prepared for you from the foun- Mat,zs. 

_ dation of the world : and to unbelievers, Go 34 
wecurſed into everlaſting fire: And now every 
man is judged according to his works ; the 
anointing, or the righteous one, is reward- 
ed with life, and all they in whom the a- 
nointing did dwell, who are the Ele City, 
and ſpouſe of Chriſt, are called blefſed, and 
taken up into Gods kingdome, that is, into 
love, never tofall again. 

But the Serpent,che wicked one, is rewar- 
ded with death, and all thoſe diſobedient 
ones, 1n whom the Serpent dwelt, are caſt 
into - the eyerlaſting fire. prepared for the 
Devill and his Angels; this is aſecond parc

ſpirit of darknefle cannot beare — 
» | rhere- 
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herefore reader obſerve thy heart, as thou 
readelt, it will either cloſe with a tender ſpi- 
it of pittie and love herewith, orelſe ſwell 
and fret againſt it. 
Therefore in the third part of this great 
day of Judgement, afrer the City worke is 
finithed, and the triall over, then does the 
tree of life, God himſelf. that dwels 1n the Ci- 
y,and is the light, and life, and glory of it, 
ſend forth diſpenſations,or Angels,bringing 
love to heale the nations, and to bring their 
Slorie into the Cirie; likewiſe rhat for the 
preſent lies under the diſpenſation of wrath, 
and throws the Serpent that deceived chem, 
death, and hell, into the Lake, but there is 
no mention that the nations are caſt cherein,

Now I conceive clearly that this pure 
river, is the whole creation, mankinde , ful- 
ly and compleatly delivered from death, 
and curſe, as in that 3 verſe. And this pure 
redemprion pcoceeds from the throne of Y- 
Gol, 3nd the Lamb, chat is, from the Judg. 
ment ſat of God, judging.condemning,and 
bru-Ing the ſerpents head , and ſo ſetting 
hi: owne worke, mankinde, free from that 
dearh and bondage. 

I {hiil mention one Scripture more that 
coiantenances this truth : And i looked, and Ci 
behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud, 
on: fare like the ſon of man ; having on his. 
head a Crown of gold, and.in his hand 1 
ſharp l:ckle: And another Angel came out of 
the Temple, crying wich aloud voice to him 
that fate on the cloud, ſaying,thruſt in rhyſic-

and he that fſatc on the cloud, thruſt in his 
ſickle on the earth,and the earth was reaped.

By white cloud, I conceive is meant the 
Citie Sion, or ſpouſe of Chriſt, that is arrayed 
in pure and white, in whom there is no ſpot, 
for ſhee is perfe&tly redeemed; by hm that 
ſate upon this white cloud, is the whole an- 
ointing, or the great manifeſtation of God 
in one perſon, Jelus Chriſt; And the ſeverall - 
Angels that cryed one after another, are 
ſeverall diſpenſations, or diſcoveries of 
God, that proceeds from Chriſt ar ſeverall 
times, and ſeaſons. 


Therefore the City being made white, , Theg'z 


now the manifeſtations of Gods love begins 7,8.

'Fbridles, &c. This phraſe I conceive points 


out the utter ruine and deſtruſtion of the 
ſerpent,that held the earth or nations which 
were without the City,in bondage. But now 
the anointing, or the great diſpenſation of

well as the Citie, and deſtroyed the ſerpent 
thete,as well as in the Ciry; the wine prefle; 
or the bruiſing of the ferpents head, and 
ſhedding his blood, was without the City;

whole earth of mankinde, is made a pure 
River of the water of life , which proceeds 
from the throne of God, and the Lamb. 

Burt here ariſes 3 ſcruples: Firlt,is not God 
changeadle,fairh one, In ſaying,go ye curſed 
into everlaſting fire; and yer afterward: 
takes them our againe ? 

I anſwer, this fire 1s the diſpenſation of 
Gods wrath; and it is everlaſting,withouÞi 
end to the ſerpent ; it was prepared for hin 
and his Angles ; and though God bid the un- 
believers deparr into.ir ; yet he did not ſay, 
you ſhall lic there, and never be redeemed, 

Bur the ſcruple lies in the word everla-i 
laſting, which I as well as you have takenit Þþ 
tobe a miſerie without end to the creature, 
But I anſwer, that in Scripture phraſe, 
every diſpenſation of God was called an 
everlaſting time ; as in the day of Moſes, 
every ſervice in the Temple that Aaros 
was to performe, God faid it ſhould be 2 
Statute and a Law for ever, which notwith- 

Rinding ended to be a law inthe vempantng 
of 
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rth che next diſpenſation, or the appearance 
rpentF Chriſt in the fleſh; and fo, though God 
refſe;Þnd unbelievers to lie under the difpetifa- 

andſon of his wrath, and call it everlaſting fire, 
City; Wis but for the time of his diſpenfation, 
- andhile he is finiſhing Citie worke, and judge- 
pureſſÞgs and rewarding every man, that is, the 
ecd;ſerpent, and the anointing, according to.

ardsMe Son knows them not.

and likewiſe they are unavoidably ſubjeQtq a 
the ſorrowes of that death, as effe&' fol|ſ 
lowing the cauſe, therefore unavoidabh 
ſ{ubjeR to a condition far below the con 
fort and joyes of God.
